HELP OF PATRONS 


Plan Educational Campaign 
to Prevent Return of Goods 
After They Are the Worse 
for Wear. 


The Retail Merchants’ association at 


their monthly meeting last night we 


cided to launch a systematic education- 
21 campaign during the next few weeks 
for the mutual benefit of the buying 
public and the storekeepers. 

The campaign has for its purpose the 
elimination of the habit prevalent in 
Atlanta among the shoppers, particular- 
ly the women, of carrying articles 
home and after keeping them for a day 
or two days, or a week, returning them 
to the store more or less the worse for 


wear. 

It is the idea of the members of the 
association that if the people of At- 
lanta can be shown the situation in 
its true light they will bend their ef- 
forts to co-operate with the merchants 
in stopping this practice. It is the 
idea of the merchants that the prac- 
tice is wrong from the standpoint of 
health. 

A committee was appointed to formu- 
late plans for a systematic campaign 
of educational advertising to be car- 
ried on in the newspapers of Atlanta 
- an effort to put a stop to this prac- 
tice. 

The meeting was presided over by J. 
P. Allen, chairman. The principal ad- 
dress of the evening was made by H. 
S. Johnson, who outlined the plan and 
the reasons for it in detail. 

Other speakers on the program who 
agreed with the plan, were W. S. Elkin, 
Fred S. Stewart, Ike Lipstine, George 
Fauss, Fred J. Paxon and W. W. Orr, 
president of the association. 

The idea is nat new to the merchants 
of Atlanta. It was first tried out on 
the Pacific coast and found to be 80 
successful that most of the cities and 
towns on the coast have since adopted 
it.

Mr. James’ death occurred at his 
Chelsea, residence, 21 Carlye mansions, — 
this evening. He had been ill for sev. 
eral months, but late in January his 
physicians reported that he was im-. 
proving. The affection from which he 
suffered, however, was chronic and had | 
been complicated by two strokes of apo- 


plexy. 
About two weeks ago Mr. James“ 


condition became grave again and his, 
recovery was not looked for. 

Henry James was born an American, | 
but died a British subject. In July, | 
1915, he took the oath of. 1 
to the crown, explaining that he d 
lived and worked in England for for- | 
ty years and had developed such an at- 
tachment for the country and sympathy ; 
with its people that he desired to throw 
his moral weight and personal alle- 
giance into the British cause in ae 


European war. 

The distinguished novelist, critic and 
playwright was born in New Tork. 
2 15, 1843. His father, Henry James, 

Sr., was noted as a writer on ethics 
and religion; and his younger broth- 
er, William, was later to become dis- | 
tinguished as a psychologist. The 
family was possessed of an ample for- | 
tune, the foundation of which was laid | 
by the novelist’s father, of Scotch- | 
Irish een woe migrated from Ulster 
soon after the revolutionary war and 
8 4 successful merchant at Al- 


ban 
ge education of the future novelist | 
was altogether out of the ordinary. 
One of its early features included a 
course at a small institution on Broad- 
way, where colloquial French was sup- 
posed to be acquired in perfection, an 
of which the pupils were largely Cu- 
bans and Mexicans. At other private | 
schools, the young Henry James and 
his brother specialized in various stud- | 
youth, and when the 
family went to Europe their schooling ° 
was continued under nomadic condi- 
tions, in Swiss and French day schools 
and with English private tutors. One 
ear also was divid between the 
University of Geneva and the Universi- | 
ty of Bonn, after which James return- 
ed to New York, and in 1862 entered the 
Harvard law school although there is 
no indication that law was with him 
ever a serious purpose. It was, in, 
fact, early in his studies at Harvard 
that he began to contribute sketches | 
to the magazines and began a literary 
career that produced close to a hundred 
novels and tales, together with critical 
essays and some play writing. 


Ranked as Masterful Writer. 


Mr. James’ work was never as popu- 
lar in America as it was in England, 
but he had.many admirers in his native 
country, amd even his critics ranked 
him as one of the most masterful 
writers of the past generation. His 
writings were of the analytical and 
metaphysical school of noveltists, and 
the full understanding of his work was 
a matter of endless controversy. To 
understand Henry James was, in the 
popular view, the gift of only a privi- 
leged few. 

The fact that Mr. James was always 
independent of the need of catering to 
4 the public wanted, since his for- 
tune was sufficient, enbaled him to ad- 
here religiously to his own principles! 

of romance, regardless of how popular | 
they might be, Notwithstanding this 
indifference he had, particularly among 
the English people, a host of readers, 
who virtually formed a cult known as 
the Jamesites. 

One characteristic of Mr. James’ 
novels is that they often closed ab- 
ruptly, leaving the reader in doubt con- 
cerning the subsequent fate of the 
actors in the story, where other au- 
thors would invent a denouement, 
Further, he boldly attacked visions 
which to the common eye were past 
seeing, and in thus attempting what 
other writers deemed as the impossible 
in literary art, he developed interlect- 
ual mazes and verbal labyrinths that 
were too deep for the ordinary reader. 
It appeared to be Mr. James’ belief 
that the story that could be told was 
not worth the telling, and it was his 
choice, as one of his critics declares, 
“to rigorously set himself to tell the 
story that cannot be told.” The con- 
troversy was as to whether he was 
successful. He contended that it was 
of more interest to the author to paint 
the various aimless ways in which hu- 
man beings are actually thrown to- 
gether than to construct an artificial 
complication of circumstances, and he 
was indifferent as to whether a comedy 
was spoiled, or whether a tragedy 
broke down before the tragic crisis. 


Originated International Novel. 


Mr. James is said to have originated 
the international novel. His scenes 
for stories were laid in Europe and 
America, and, as the titles show, they 
covered a wide range of life. in the 
order. of their appearance, some of his

5 ROOT VS. ROOT. 

When, on April 20, 1911, Senator Stone, 
of Missouri, introduced a resolution in the 
senate, the purpose of which was to direct 
the president of the United States, then Mr. 
Taft, to consider and stop the offenses and 
atrocities which were then being committed 
in revolution-ridden Mexico, and intimating 
that the result might lead to the right of 
entrance into Mexico to establish order by 
force, Senator Elihu Root, then representing 
the state of New York in that body, speak- 


ing to the resolution, among other things, 


said: 


Ihre i ia. feason whatever, sir, to 
astume, if injuries have been done of the 
kind described; that the government of 
Mexico is unwilling to make due redress 
upon having those injuries and claims 
for redress presented to her in the ordi- 
nary course of peaceful negotiation; and 
the passagé of such a resolution es has 
been described, equivalent to a declara- 
tion of war, would be to preface the ordi- 
nary demand—the -demand which it is 
the duty of every civilized power to 
make upon a friendly nation—with a 
threat that.if the demand is not complied 
with foree will be used. 


When Mr. Root, no longer a member ot 
the United States senate, but now a private 
citizen, presiding over the recent republican 
convention held in the state of New Tork, 
delivered an address supposed to sound the 
national republican keynote, and in which 
he criticised the present democratic admin- 
istration to the point of abuse about this 
game Mexican situation, he made use of 
these words: 


If our government had sent an armed 
force into Mexico to protect American’, 
life and honor we might have been op- 
posed, but we should have been under- 
stood and respected by the people’ of 
Mexico, because they would have realized 
that we were acting within our inter- 
national rights and performing a na- 
tion’s duty for the protection of its own 
people; but when the president sent an 
armed forced into Mexico to determine 
the Mexican presidential succession, he 
created resentment and distrust of mo- 
tives among all classes and sections of 
the Mexican people.

tion. Section 4 of Rule 51 says that 
the batsman is out if he bat the ball 
illegally as defined in Rule 50. 


I seriously doubt if one of ten bat- 


ters live up to this rule. A majority 
of batters have one foot outside the 
lines of the batsman's position when 
they hit a ball. If the umpires hewed 
strictly to the wording of the rule, 
the officials would lead the league in 
putouts, In most cases no attention is 
paid to the batter if he has only one 
foot a few inches over the line. The 
stride of most batters as they lunge 
into the ball will-carry them out of 
the lines of the batsman’s position. 


If all batters stood directly in the 
center of the six-foot box, as marked 
to define the batsman’s position, bat- 
ters would seldom go out of the lines. 
Rarely, however, 
assume exactly the same position at 
the plate. Very often the same batter 
will assume different positions against 
different piteners, in order to better 
adapt himself to the various styles of 
twirling. No batsman in baseball shifts 
around more in the box than Ty Cobb, 
while Eddie Colling runs him a close 
second. These two players shift con- 
stantly on the same pitcher. Firat, 
they are up in the front of the box, 
then on the next pitch they are in 
the rear, while a moment later they 
are hugging the plate as closely as pos- 
sible. Some pitchers have said that 
much of their success is due to watch- 
ing the position of the batter’s feet. 
Watching Cobb and Collins wouldn't 
help much, as very often they shift en- 


do any two batters 


strikes at a ball while in such a posi- 
tion there is no possible chance 
him to keep both feet in the box, his 
stride will just naturally carry him 
over the line. Cobb is no exception, 
for every batter who tries to get the 
edge on a spit ball by taking such a 
osition is bound to carry him over 
he line. A rigid enforcement of the 
rule would result in all batters being 
declared out for such an offense. 
great many left handefs like to be up 
as far as possible when a southpaw 
is pitching, so as to meet the ball be- 
fore it takes the sharp break.

Some years ago it was customary for 
batters to take a hop, step and a jump 
at the ball. Such actions would often 
carry them several feet outside the 
lines of the batsman's position, and 
give them a decided advantage. It was 
with such players in mind, 4 have no 
doubt, that caused the framing of the 
rule covering an illegally batted ball. 
These players made no effort to re- 
main in the box, tm tact, made it a 
point to rush out of the box in order 
to get momentum to their swing. 
Present day umpires always declare 
the batter out if both fect are out- 
side the lines of the position, but ig- 
nore a matter of inches with one foot, 
realizing it was simply the batter's 
stride that carried him out, not an 
intent to profit by deception. It would 
seem then that if this rule made it 
necessary that both feet be outside

Washington, February 18.—Senators
